SPRINGFIELD —_ Madison 
County Sheriff Bob Churchich 
and other police officials are giv- 
ing rave reviews to a proposal 
by Wlinois House Speaker 
Michael Madigan to pump $200 
million into local law enforce- 
ment. 

The Chicago Democrat said he 
would propose legislation that 
would shift to law enforcement 
$200 million of a projected $600 
million grawth in state taxes for 
the fiscal year starting July 1. 

Madigan unveiled his proposal 
Monday, just two days before 
Gov. Jim Edgar is scheduled to 

| present his budget plan, and an 
Edgar spokesman questioned 
whether it is the state’s responsi- 
bility to pay for 
enforcement. 

Rep. Tom Ryder of Jersey- 
ville, House deputy minority 
leader, called Madigan’s plan a 
“political ploy’’ intended: to. ben- 
efit Chicago and. embarrass 
Edgar. 

The program would provide 
the money.on a per capita basis 
to all municipalities and counties 
in the state, Madigan said. Local 
departments would be required 
to use it for hiring additional 
officers, paying overtime, fund-

ing drug units or covering other 
nel costs. 

— It would represent a dramatic 
shift in financial responsibility 
since police costs have tradition- 
ally been a local matter, except 
for some federal grants funneled 
through the state. 

The plan would provide more 
than $1.2 million a year in state 
grants to the Madison Counts 
Sheriff's Department and small- 
er amounts to municipal police 
departments, allowing each 
agency to. increase the number 
of officers on the street by about 
a third, officials said. 

“T think it’s great. I could do 
what I’ve been wanting to do for 
a long time,’’ Churchich said. 
“We could put more deputies on 
the street and start an undercov- 
er drug enforcement program.”” 

Because of county budget 
restrictions, he said he has been 
able to replace only deputies 
who retire or quit. He said Madi- 
gan’s plan would permit hiring 
up to 17 more deputies to supple- 
ment the current 69. 

Churchich.said a proposal by 
President Clinton is aimed pri- 
marily at helping large cities, so 
Madigan’s plan would be better 
for his department. 


Edgar’s office did not flatly 
reject Madigan’s plan but imme- 
diately raised questions. 

“Tt’s something proposed by 
the speaker, pretty much in iso- 
lation. It would have to compete 
with education, treating the 
mentally ill and helping abused 
and neglected kids and other 
things that are more typically 
state functions,” Edgar spokes 
man Daniel Egler said. 

Ryder, the chief budget negoti- 
ator for House Republicans, 
said, “The city of Chicago may 
be asking him to do that, but I 
haven’t heard anything from oth- 
er local departments.” 

He charged the proposal was 
intended primarily to help Chica- 
go Mayor Richard Daley with a 
campaign pledge to increase the 
number of Chicago police offi- 
cers while trying to make Edgar 
appear soft on crime if he 
doesn’t support it. 

“T don’t think we have enough 
monéy to finance more police 
officers,”’ he said.-

Politics in the blood 
Administrator backs state’s attorney 


Crime doesn’t pay, but paying 
the crime fighters makes Mark 
Von Nida a key player in the 
Madison County State’s 
Attorney’s Office. 

The 36-year-old Edwardsville 
resident is regarded as the most 
important employee in the office 
at least twice a month: each 
payday. 

With 16 support staff and 24 
lawyers to look after, Von Nida 
has his fiseal hands full as the 
man behind the scenes. 

“T don’t boss them around and 
1 don’t tell them what to do,” 
said Von Nida, the director of 
administration. ‘“‘But I do make 
sure they get paid.” 

In addition to keeping track of 
the employees, Von Nida writes 
grant proposals, balances a $1.6 
million budget and advises his 
boss, State’s Attorney William 
Haine. 

“1 try to make him aware of 
the ramifications of policy 
decisions,” he said. **I try to 
balance off the perspectives. 
When other people come in and 
give him advice, I try to give 
him. another viewpoint.”” 

Von Nida, who graduated from 
Southern Illinois University in 
Edwardsville with a bachelor’s 
degree in political science, was 
hired as Haine’s assistant in 
1990. He also worked on Haine’s 
political campaign when ‘he ran 
for office in 1988. 

He worked in Haine’s former 
law office in Wood River as a 
paralegal for two years before 
teaming up with his boss. again. 

And while, the office work 
keeps Von Nida satisfied, politics 
is his true love. 

“I got into politics right after I 
graduated from college,” he 
said. “I’m not ruling out running 
for an office someday, but my 
real goal is going into business 
for myself. I would like to be a 
political adviser.”” 

Von Nida, who serves on the 
board. of directors of Piasa 
*Health Care and is a member of 
the Eagles and Moose clubs in 
Granite City, where he was born 
and raised, knows the ins and 
outs of politics. 

His father, Chris Von Nida, 
served as a precinct committee 
man in Granite City. 

“Tye been around politics for 
years and years,” he said. “I 
used to distribute fliers for my 
dad. I remember riding the bus

After college, Von Nida joined 
the Gary Hart bandwagon in 
1984. when the Colorado senator 
ran in the Democratic 
presidential primary. He 
coordinated what was then the 
2ist Congressional District, in 
addition to working in Missouri 
and Indiana. 


When Hart’s bandwagon lost a 
wheel amidst allegations of skirt 
chasing, Von Nida landed a job 
with Project Vote coordinating 
voter registration of poor 
residents and minorities in 
Madison County.

Shimkus’ long-distance calls 


Madison County Treasurer 
John Shimkus maynave dialed a 
wrong number when he made 
long-distance calls on a cellular 
telephone paid for by taxpayers, 
county officials said. 

The chairman of the County 

-Board’s Finance Committee, Bill 
Little of Alton, has ordered an 
investigation by Auditor Fred 

_ Bathon into the use of cellular 
phones, pagers and other high- 
tech communications equipment 
By elected officeholders and 
employees. 
~ The investigation was spurred 
in part by a $324 phone bill run 
up by Shimkus last spring. 

County records showed that 
during his run for Congress in 
late 1991 and early 1992, Shimkus 
made calls from_as far away as 
Chicago, Bloomington and Gales- 
burg on a cellular phone paid for 
out of his departmental budget, 
incurring additional fees because 
of the distance involved in the 
calls. 

County officials questioned 
whether the calls were for coun- 
ty business or to further 
Shimkus’ political career. 

Shimkus said the phone 
enabled him to stay in touch 
with the treasurer’s office when 
he was campaigning for the U.S. 
House two years ago and make 
gure the work of the office got 
done when he was on the road. 

“Everyone knows I worked 
real hard both at my job and my 
campaign. The phone was neces- 
sary for me to be able to stay in 


contact with the office. All those 
calls involved county business,” 
Shimkus said. 

Bathon, however, was skepti- 


cal. 

“T don’t know what those calls 
involved but if he was that far 
away I certainly don’t see haw it 
ness,’’ Bathon said. 

Shimkus’ cellular phone bill 
for March 1992 was $324, which 
was the last month he had the 
phone before giving it up. He 
now ‘uses a pager, also paid for 
out of the treasurer’s office bud- 

et. 3 

“Once the campaign was over, 
it was clear I no longer had any 
need for (the phone) because I 
wasn’t on the road all the time 
so I gave it up,’ Shimkus said. 

Little has directed Bathon to 
find out how much cellular 
phones are costing the county, 
whether they are necessary for 
the departments which have 
them and whether they are 
being used for purposes other 
than conducting county business. 

There are at least 27 cellular 
phones and an unknown number 
of pagers in use by employees 
and elected officials in 13 depart- 
ments of county government, 
county records showed 

‘The amounts spent maintain- 
ing county-owned cellular phones 
was unavailable. Bathon said his 
staff is still trying to track down 
the bills for each phone and 
pager to get a handle on how 
much they have cost the county.

Power provides free 
wood chips at its substation 
behind Lake School,-off Mary- 
ville Road. 

Grass clippings can be spread 
in thin layers over vegetable 
gardens and. flower beds, or 
mixed with leaves and spread in 
a: thicker layer. They should not 
be spread any thicker than one 
inch. 

Brown leaves can be spread as 
mulch in the fall. Evergreen 
Jeaves may also be used, but 
take longer to decay 

For best results, mulch should 
be spread to the drip line — as 
far as the outermost branch 
of spread to cover the entire 
garden bed. 

Three’ inches of mulch is safe 
fér any woody plant and up to 
eight inches can be used for 
large trees. But thick mulches 
are harmful to_shallow-rooted 

‘plants like rhododendrons and 
azaleas. 

Composting: 

Compost a dark, crumbly, 
‘earthy-smelling form of decom- 
‘posing organic material Com- 
posting is a practical and conve 
nient w to turn yard waste 
jnto a resource. 

Compost enriches soil and 
improves plant growth by break 
ing heavy clay soils into a better 
texture; adding water and rfutri- 
ent-hol “~ capacity to sandy 
soils; and adding essential nutri 
ents. 


Anything that was once alive 
can be composted, but meat 
scraps, bones, fatty foods and 
pet feces are not desirable for a 
good compost. 

Leaves, grass clippings, weeds 
and vegetable scraps make 
excellent compost. And like a 
fine wine, compost improves 
with age. 

Bricks, wood, chicken wire or 
other materials that will hold 
pare: clippings can be used to 

egin a compost pile. 

When mixed properly, allowed 
to age.and kept moist, a good 


compost pile will insulate itself - 


and hold the heat of microbiolog- 
ical activity. 

A carbon to nitrogen ratio of 
about 30:1 is ideal for a hot, 
quick compost. A higher carbon 
to nitrogen ratio will create a 
slower compost. 

Green grass clippings have a 
ratio of about 20:1. Brown leaves 
have a ratio of 40:1 

Compost piles consisting of 
only grass clippings do not allow 
enough air to circulate through 
the pile. Mixing leaves and 
small limbs or twigs with the 
clippings will avoid this prob- 
lem. 

Chopping the waste with a 
shovel or machete and _periodi 
cally “turning” the pile will 
speed the composting proc 

The hotter the pile, the ter 
the composting. When a_ proper 
carbon to nitrogen ratio is used, 
a large amount of surface area 
is available, and moisture and 
aeration are adequate, a com 
post will get hot enough to burn 
your hand. 

Once the compost has 
“cured,’’ it will look dark, erum- 
ble in the hand, and have a 
pleasant odor. Aging a compost 
an additional six months after it 
has cured does not hurt 

A good stable and cured com- 
post can be mixed directly with 
the soil, adding nutrients 

One cubic yard of compost 
covers 108 square feet at a depth 
of three inches, 216 feet at two 
inches and at one inch 

The rule of thumb is to spread 
compost no more than one third 
the depth of the rototiller — a 
one-inch layer of compost should 
be tilled to a depth of three inch 
es, for example.

Part B enrollment open through month

Q. I don’t have Part B of 
Medicare. I turned it down at 
age 65, even though I was 
retiréd, because I was still 
healthy and I didn’t want to pay 
the premiums, Now I have a lot 
of medical bilis and I want Part 
B. How do I get it? 


A. If you don’t have Part B of 
Medicare (medical insurance) 
and you want it, you have from 
now until the end of March to 
sign up. Every year, the 
government offers a three-month 
general enrollment period, 
January 1 to March 31, during 
which people who turned down 
Part B, or had it but dropped it, 
can sign up for it. 

Part B helps pay for doctor 
‘bills, outpatient hospital visits 
and other medical services. 
People are usually offered the 
option of signing up for Part B 
when they turn 65. If you had 
accepted Part B at your first 
opportunity, it would now cost 
you $41.10 per month. Since you 
delayed enrolling, your monthly 
premium will be 10 percent 
higher for every year you could 
have had Medicare but didn’t. 

Tf you enroll in this general 
enrollment period, you coverage 
will begin July°1. Call Secial

8-man rule 


Sorry about everything. So I 
‘happen to be the O'Fallon High 
School varsity baseball coach 
who also happens to pass along 
opinions for folks in the 
Southwestern Illinois area. 


I know I’ve been striking a 
keyboard of sorts as a 
newspaper person for 36 years, 
but in all those I never thought 
I'd be passing along a baseball 
rule that will drive me goofy if I 
ever see it applied. 


READY? IN 1994 a team can 
complete a game with eight 
players. That's right. Baseball 
“games on the high school level 
can be won by a team of eight. 


Last Thursday night at 
Belleville West, where the '94 
season was kicked off by the 
‘annual rules meeting for prep 
‘coaches, administrators and 
umpires, the No. 8 officially was 
endorsed by rule 4-4-1(f) 


The rule reads: ‘‘Team 
allowed to finish game with 
eight players regardless of 
reason it could not finish with 
nine.” 

The rule adds a mote: “‘An out 
cwill be called each time that 
‘spot in the batting order comes 
to bat.’” 

All that for a game already 
‘burdened by a re-entry rule that 
permits a starting player to 
return to the lineup after being 
replaced as long as he re-enters 
‘jn the same batting position, and 
‘a speedup rule that permits a 
Substitute runner for the pitcher 
or catcher as soon as they reach 

se, 


=. IL. JUST DOESN'T seem to fit 
‘the national pastime, does it? 

It will be my luck that I'll be 
‘coaching the first team to lose a 
wame to a team which finishes 
with eight players. 

Now that’s a test of pride. 
What would be worse: Losing 
while having one more player in 
baseball or, let’s say, falling in a 
basketball game to a team that 
finished with four players. 

There’s the kicker. The Illinois 
High School Association uses the 
National Federation rules book, 
which uses the word “‘finish.”’ 
Who is to say injury, illness or 
ejection of a team already short 
of players might not come in an 
early inning? 

The only benefit of that would 
be the pitcher on the side of the 
team with nine would know 
somewhere along the line he’d 
be assured of adding a third of 
an inning to his record by not 
having to pitch to one spot in the 
batting order. 


WHILE BASKETBALL and 
softball permit finishing with 
Tess than the starting number of 
players, I asked around at the 
rules meeting to see if I was 
alone in my discontent. 


“It’s a travesty of the game — 
that’s all you have to say,” said 
Wood River coach Buzz Kindle. 
“If a game gets to that point, it 
should be ended.”’ 

— What. Buzz did not mention is 
the baseball casebook notes the 
game will go on “regardless of 
the reason” for a starting player 
departing. 

The casebook gives examples 
of a player having to leave due 
to (a) injury, (b) for band 
practice, or (c) because he was 
ejected for unsportsmanlike 
behavior. 

I do not know why the THSA

The Iinois Department of Transportation hopes to soon become 
owner of a portion of flood-ravaged Chouteau Island in what District 
Engineer Dale Klohr said is ‘‘a winning dea] for everyone.”
